5. Claims 20-37 are considered allowable since prior art made of record and considered 
pertinent to the applicant's disclosure does not teach or suggest the claimed limitations having in 
combination with other features, a non- volatile data storage element storing a first data state 
having a negative threshold voltage and one or more second data states characterized by a 
positive threshold voltage; a sense circuitry and a compensation circuit, whereby the parameter 
used by the sense circuit to distinguish between the first and second data states in a normal read 
process is varied as a continuous function of one or more operating conditions.
